T7 He keuenth of Nouember 1623, there was a Flerte 
of the Heharders waicd anchor at Taxell,pretending 
to goe forthe Weſt /ndia, the Blecte was 25 ſhips in 
number, having a ſtrong wind there was ſome diſpertion of 
the Shiping,ſo chat we loſt our Colonels ſhip, which came 
nottovs untill we had caken in the Towne of Sa/uads, Af- 
cer ſome rroneths ſaile, we cameto an Iand called S, Yiu= 
ſons Hand,adioyning to S. Anthontes 1land,ſome 20 Leagues 
from the South Tlands, where the Fleete ſtayed 13 weekes, 
in which time there was diuczſe (lcopes made, this land 
hath an excellent Hai bour &cthere 15 very good watering, 
The land is very barren, yet it hath ( as1 gefſſe ſome 20, 
thowland Goates in it. The ſouldiers going on land, 
would catch ſome, 400. at a time by compalling them 
in. 1leane this digreſhion, The Fleerte waying Anchor 
made their courſe for Brafil , contrary to the expettati- 
on of the Souldiers, In twentie dayes the Fleete paſſed 
the line,and with a faire gale of wind diſcovered on Tucſ- 
day the rwentic of Aprill the coaſt of Brazil, where the ten 
Companycs of ſouldicrs were put inro foure Shipps. On 
Wedneſday we were ſeeking bu: could not find the Bay of 
Salnadee, On Thurſday thezo. of eFpril we found it, and 
with a faire wind wewent into the Bay. Ar our commin 
in St, Antbonees Caftcli ſaluted the Admirall with 'two or 
three ſhote, who had the like pratulation from the Fleete, 
Where one of our Shippes 4d ſend a ſhort chat uncapped 
the Caſtel}, Before which Caſtell che Ships which had the 
Captaincsand land ſouldiers anchorcdzthe Admirall with 
foure Ships did goc ſome ewo miles below the rowne, the 
relt of the Ships caſt Anchor before che towne, wh exe wee

Tubacco and Sugarin iier, With Silver and other commo» 

ities toa good value, 

The beginning of Augult there came another ſhippe in 
the morning amongſt ours, yetihe got away intothe Land; 
It was rep: ried by a Negar that came trom the Enemie that 
the 'hippe had eight iron pieces and other munition, with 
wine and other prouiſt0n, 

About the tweltth of Auguſt 1624, there came a ſhip in- 
*O the Bay, hauinga forewinde and ready to caſt anchor, a 
..« vefrom vs boarded them, the Admirall of our ſhippee 
was in the {{evpe ( who now remaines With the Spaniardy, 
the reaſon whereot I ſhall atter ſhewe ) hee comming mta 
the Cabine tu-d the Gouernour of Reginers Deplato, his 
wifc and three davghters and two ſonnes in law, the Admi- 
raliC,praine Cherk moſt badly went to ſearch the Ladfes, 
whic'" was very grieuous tothe Gouernour, he told himin 
Spanyb, that there was 10 neede of that Rrairnelle, for there 
were chaines, ie vells , ad plate enough beſides. In which 
ſhippe 2ll their pots and veſle}Is were of filuer. I wy telfe 
hal the weight of the vellicl's of filuer which came to 
1500.0 pound. Cer:ainely it was a rich prizz. The Gouer- 
nour was well entertained, :+ ith his wife and daughters, one 
ot them was thoug ht to bee ouer kindly vicd , if it bee not 
true, yet the Colo ill was much to be blamed tor his private 
entertainment of ſome of them iato his chambcr,and in this

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he Was truely condemned for a whoremaſter), for. hee was 
not aſhamed to Foe in the middle of the day to an open 
whore-houſe , which whore he cauſed to be marricd to x 
Dwatch Merchant or FaQour , to whom hee pauc a horſe 
that hee might ride abroade whilcſt hee had he key of the 
Factours houſe at home, This Colonel!l was alſo a great 
drunkard, his brother Wi/l:ems Scoulton Maior, did diterſc 
tmes reproue him for his wickednelle, 

In'September 1624 he ent a parric of 25 ſouldiers and 
ſome Negars, co gather Plantings and Oranges for his 
whores two miles out of the Towne; their Commaundcr 
was the Leiftenent co Capraine 1ſanack with a Sariane of 
the ſame Companie , when they came to the place where 
the Oranges ard Planeings were , the ſouldicrs with cthg 
Negars ett their armes on :.c ground and went vnto the

Some ten daies aftcr they cameo belwye vs, they ſunke 
three peeces of Ordnance on the fide of an hill to the (ea- 
ward vpon our ſhips, and haroly did they makea ſhot but 
they ſhot into the ſhips , where they kild and wounded ma- 
ny of our ſaylours, yet they drew the (hippee acare to the 
(hoare, I could not conceiue nor cani;ot apprehend to what

their ſhippes, with ſome 250 ſaylours , whereas they could 
nor doe any thing to the Enemic from their ſhippes, ether 
by ſcaer land; not iong !.ad che En«mie plaide at our ſhips 
but che Encmic had wounded and kild ſome 70 of our fea- 
fayrirg-n'en, and brought to ground ſome foure of our

wifion and Munition , thcn ſumewhat late they commanded 
the ſaylours to forlake the ſhippes, and in the night they 
got ſome of their Pieces with ſom of their profiſton on 
land, 

Within 16 daicMAfrer the belcagucring , our people had 
planted on thefealidein Forts and other places 36 picces 
ot Ordnance, they had 300 Mulqueters on the water ſide, 

The Enemic had planced againit the Towne to the new 
Port ward called /a/anaks Port eneee halfe Cannons, the bul- 
lets was 28 and 56 pourd, th. firit ſhot that did hit the new 
Port wentthrovgh 21d through, ic might have been fitter 
called a baubcll thei a Vort, fitter for banqueting then 
batecring, The Tow: clay io low, ard tlie hills withourfo 
high, rhac the b ;cmiic 41d not make Forts, but ſunke 
their Ordnance in the gronud, The Eacmie did beyin to 
make a batteric neare to the ſame fide of the Towne , the 
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Conſtable of 14/anacks Port perceiving the ſame, did make: 
diuerſe ſhot ( hee was an Exgli3-was ) tothe great diſturb- 
ance of the Enemie ', but the Colonell did come and com- 
mand him that he ſhould not ſhooteat all: the like was com- 

manded te'the other Conſtables, to the wonder of all : all 
that was alledged by this Colonell was the want of Muniti- 
on , it it wastrue, how worthy of reprooke was he , that 

would waſt ſo much before in ietting , «s | have notcd be- 

fore : bytit there was Munition eneugh ( as there was ) I 

thinke there was iult (uſpition of treacherſe, The Enemie 

haJ within five daies placed in that battcrie five halfe Can- 

nons 2:1d preſently diſmounted our Ordnance on that lide 

ofthe Towne, then they woald but could not play with 

their Ordnance, and when the Coalonell was required 0 

{uffer to take ſacks of cotton and pecces of bayes to (top the 

the breaches thae they might remount their Peices , hee 

would not ycald thereto. 

It was alſo reported thar 1e Colonell hed three ſcucrall 
Letters from the Spaniſh C .ner3!l , but there was on good 
proofe thereof, yetatter the Towne was deliuered vp , the 
man that faid hee brought: the Letters did teſtihe the truth of 
ie, vominating rhe time and place, where and when hee 
met the Colonel]: this I had from Caprtaine Deſen one that 
was of the Counſcll who is with the Spaniard now, 

Ic was likewiſe, reported that the C lonel with ewo other 
Captaines, did intend to flic away in a {mall Sh:ype. 

Some three weekes after the Leaguer, the encmy had 
planted nine Pecces of Ordnance ar the ocher Porr, and 
foure in another place, and fiue in another place, fo that 
there was1n all thirty ſeven halfe Cannons. 

Wee had mounted in the Towne 61. Pecces, but after 
the Enemy had maunted and planted their Ordnance, 
they diſmounted ours, ſo that we had not toure Pecces 
mounted, then they began to make new Fortes in the 
Towne,and blind; : ypon thoſe r:ports of the Colonel a- 
bouenamed, the Souldiers began ra ſpeake and murrer 
many things againſt the Colonel,and Councell and Cap: 
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canes, The Souldiers reported, that thrur Captaines , nox 
Leittenants, would not in the day time come 1n the works 
ind trenches, Ic 138 ſomewhat credible, tor they are like vn» 
t2 thoſe Capraines, which were knowne by their rich at- 
rite, not by their wounds, 

The Souldiers ſome tive dayes before the Towne was 
Piven over, Went and complained to the Captaines tliac 
tne Colone! was treacherous to the Towne, and the de- 
ned thacchey would make another Colonel, and they 
1 ould ipend their hues:in deteace of the Towne, other- 
wie they laid, they would kill him and make another of 
chew owne choyle, this was one Satturday morning the 
5.0t Apral!, at Eleven of the clocke on Satturday , there 
Was a great alaruim, fo thar we thoughe verely that rhey 
would haue made an atlaule on the Towne, we had kik- 
L-d and wounded ine houres ſome fourreene men. Ar 
the lame time there was a Souldicr, going to fill tis Ban- 
galeroes with Powder g'he having his Iighe: macch tn his 
f1and did fooliſhly ſetr fice on the Powder, to che burning 
of come {)xteene men, ſome to death, all co great miſery, 
at to of the clocke the Alarumi ceated, lo that every man 
wa: conimanded co his Colors. 

Ar fourec of the Clocke, there went to the market place 
ſome fiftie fouldiers ( 25 they fay ) by ſome Capraines pri- 
vare allents, the Colonels ſeeing them marching rowards 
him comes tothem, demaunds * cauſe of their coming, 
one an{wered that they came to pur out ſuch a treache= 
rous fellow as he, and to make choile of one that would 
be taichtull : for their Maſter and for the Towne , bur be- 
fore he could reply ( as I was told Jone ſtruke him downe 
wvi:h his Musker,, and ocher with their ſwords, but he get 
tron them 1nto the houſe wounded, the ſouldiers pre{cnt- 
ly curned to the Major Capraine Kyfe: and requyred of 
11m to rake the proteion of the Townc , and them aud 
they with all they fouldiers would dy with hyn, he-accep- 
cedthe ſame and promuled che ſame. 


On Monday the 27 of Apr:/!, there was one fiom the &e 
nenv 
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Kemy Which called to the Centric on the Port that they 
would ſend a Drumme forth , preſently it was told to 
the Colonel together wth the Councell, who ſpeedily 
ſent forth a Drummes, when the Enemy (aw the Drame, 
they requyred the cauſe of the Drummes c61.ng forth, 
ic was anſvercd becauſe they called tor one , they replycd 
that they did not call, bue (ceing there was one come, i 
was commanded to be brought co the g nerall, who re» 
turned an an{wer to vs, that his Commillio1 was to des 
firay all che Heollenders, and to put the Englih and French 
to the Gallics, yer it they would fecke for mercy, he would 
in his owne Clemencie, giue vs all ourliucs ; .vpon this 
truce was taken for 6, houres, no ſooner was this noyſed, 
bue that the Enemy came over their works , and brooke 
ſome pales downe, and the Souldters on both ſides did 
raike freimdly together, ewo from che Enemy was let m1 
blind-told andled ro the Colonel, There were conditons 
propounded on our part, but thought to great to be gran- 
ted by the Enciny. Truce was continued for 24. hours,and 
two trom our Captaines ſenc to the G :nerall of the Enc- 

my, cthers alfo came from the Enemy, in cheaneane tune, 
I ſaw the Enemy working ( contrary to order. ) 

Trucc was continucd till Wedneſday. On Wedneſday, 
their went a {ouldier to the Councell, and rold them that 
the ſouldiers did vnderſtandl, they would not yeild vi.to 
thoſe conditiongthe cnemy propounded ſo that it would 
be che lotle of all cher liues, tor which reaſon he {aid thac 
the ſouldiers were purpoſed ro giue vp the Towneyit they 
would not make compolii'ion, they thanked the ſouldicr 
for his ſpeech, bur did nuvi enquyer from whom hee had 
heard the ſam- CON. fILacles 

The Covncell vyon this one mans ſpeech ( anda com- 
mon drunkard oo ) r<!olved to deliuer vp che rowne vp- 
on ally conditions, the Truce, being continued agaie call 
T hutiday, chie Mor we nero every Cour of Gard: and 
demaunded wiciher the fouldiers would be content with 
that agreement as the Coucell thould derermine oft , 
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which ſhould not be diſhonorable, they all a(ſentedto the 
ſame, Whereupon the conditions were agreed vpon, but 
not fuci 15 the ſouldicrs liked off for it was ordered that 
the foul.i-r; ſhould the next morning goe ro Shippe, 
and they (hould either {cd their Armes before them to 
the Shipping , vr they going betore ſhould be fent atter 
abozrd. Furcher it was agreed vpon, that the Towne with 
all the riches: ſhould be [-6 there, and the Orhc rs ſhould 
haue their Cheſts with wearing apparell onely, ( I mcane 
Capraines, Skippers, Preachers, Readers and Marchants ) 
the reſt on<ly with their Knapſacks on their backs, The 
ſame night about fue of the Clocke, there was let into on 
of the Ports: a ſquadron of the enemyes & many Ofhicers, 
Thenexc morning, the Enemy came 1a ar feven oft the 
clocke in the morning, andour fouldiers leaving their 
Armes in the market place, were coinmaunded downe to 
the water (ide. 

The ſame day —_ Friday the laſt of Aprill,there came 
the Enemy downe to che waters {ide in their Armes, their 
match light, and did march in the middelt of vs, Such a 
ragged Regiment did I never (ce, halte of them had no 
ſhoes ro their fee:e, their Armes were like tothem,, ſome 
had halfe a Rapicr, orhcrs had them tyed 11 mateh , not 
one in twentie, was jn his tull Armes xe, they were lodg- 
ed in the (lrongelt houtes at the waters [id:, where they 
kc pt their Courts of Gard. _ 

Don Frederico commanded vpaon paine of death that 
there ſhoald no wrong nor violence be offered to vs, which 
was caretully looked vnto by his Officers, 

Eight daye> atter, there came a command that we ſhonld 
poe abcar], lothe feaichers came downe and the ſayloury 
were learched very [tritly to the ripping vp of their ſhoes 
and a:}ſuſpc&ed places about them , this {carch was contie 
nued a day atid a halfe , ſo that moſt of the faylors and a 
cormpani: of ſouldiers were ſearched. But Don Frederics 
came downe to the water (ſide, and gave way that all the 

rel? of the ſouldiczs ſhould to the ſhippes without ſcaiching. * 
T he 
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The fifccenth of May came the Hellanders Fleete before 
the Bay 34 in number, with their bloody colours, T henext 
morning they came {ayling into the Bayes mouth. The Sp. 
niard (ccing that, hoyſed faile, and with ſome 30 1atle went 
forth towards them, The Admirall trom the Spanwurd mate 
2 ſhot at the Hollander , the Admiralil from the He#andey re 
eurndd him the like againe , and ſo went backe with the 
whole Fleete toſea, Ar this time were the Spaniards ſhips 
much vnprouided, had the Hoflawder knowne lo much I 
ſuppoſe they would have come 1n and oucr-throwne the 
whole Fleete, 

There were many repo1ts councerning that Fleete of the 
Hollanders , but nothing lo credible as for truth I will write 

After we were put inte the (i.ips , (ome halte Mus ket ſhot 
from the Towne, the Generall Don Frederico, did giue ore 
der, thatcuery ſouldier of ours ſhould haue a pound of 
beefe a day , beſides wine a'1d bread, for 2000 was thisran 
ſome given, butthe neglcR of molt of uur Officers was 
wzreat, 10 fomuch that many times for 3, 5, and 8 daics to- 
pether, the ſouldiers ranſomes were neglected by them, they 
lying drinking on Land, and the poore ſouldiers famiſhing 
on ſhippe board, and chis is the maine cauſe why our ſoul- 
dicrs came home (© bare and naked, for they were forſt to 
ſell their apparell for daily proutfion, They were put to ſuch 
a traiglhit, that they were forft tro ſwimme,, and with pipes 
to fetch; themſclues water to drinke , whileRt their Othcers 
mult baue the boates to attend them at their whore-houlcs 
and wine-houſcs, It is true that the Officers hauc been taxt 
for this there , but they would excuſe it, but in truth they 
cannot, they be but meerc excuſes. Our Enemies did much 
blame them for this thing : and » orthy of blame they were, 

Aﬀter the delwering vp of the Towne we tajed thirteene 
weckes foure daycs in the Baye, and that was by Dor Fer- 
derxco his intreatie, as Captaine Franci/cotold me ; why 
Don Frederxo did {o, was, becauſe hee knew not where the 
Hollander Fleete was, an hee [cared leaſt v ee going forth 
ould ioyne with them. In the meane time , they (runmed 
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vpſcauen of the Hefanders thips , and by intreatie (it not 
by command } got 250 laylors. from vs, to manage their 
ſhips to Span. 

Atthe latcer end of our being there yiAtuals greiv ſcarce, 
ſo that Den Frederics wiſhed that our ſhippes ſhoul4 waite on 
him to Fernabocke , and there hee would bee liberall to vs, 
Friday the twenty-two of Iuly , wee with the Spah Atma-

The fouldiersdifarmed , left ro the mercy of 
the Spaniard, theit Apparel., their vitcals, and their goods, 
given to the Enemy , they pur in ſhipps as capriues taken 
by che Enemy,and turned to the Sea: that if God had noc 
extraordinary preſerned vs, wee had never (rene our ga- 
une Countr c, Nor to the Spanyard nor yet to our efficers 
doe wee giue the prayle of our {ate arriuall, but vato our 
good God, As all dew is,.{o doe we giue the foole honor 
and prayſe of our preſe;yation, from all choſe manitold 
dangers. 

One Friday night hau:ng a erolle wind, we caſt Anker 
at the Bayes mouth, at which cane toure ot ov! 7. Shippes 
(in che night time) made away from the Fleete, the next 
day at Evening, the Admirall trom the Spanib Armado 
wayed Anker with the reſt of the Fleete, and went into 
the Bay againe,with our 3 Shipps went in with them. On 
the next day atG6 in the Evening, there came command 
from Den Frederico , that Captaine Cherks, aud Captaine 
Dejhen2 , thould got into two Spaniſh IDPs, tne reaſon 
why it wasthus commanded : vas chougheto be, becauſe 
the 4 thipps went yay without the Gencralls lcaue, but 
I rather belcevid their was greater reaſons. For this Cap- 
taine Cherke did as I have wric betore, dealt very batcly in 
ſerching ct the wite and daughters ro the Govertiour of 
Regt:ro de Platozthen was the time or never tor them to 
repay F198 h15 balenes, the o0the) Capra IC \V 4S th that W.S 
our guide to the Countrey oft Brafl it tothe Town of

On Munday morning tie 25 of lujy , the Adriirall! (ox 
and wayed anchor, and we with them went out : ſome fue 
d ies wee kept With the iecte, bat in the nivntiumne the 
t1ve4 day vc loit (it it may be cald aloilc) the $p.r-47 Fleete, 
whicl: was bound for Fern«bocke [otic wer made for Heil 
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4and, and notwith{tangding the leaking of our ſhippes, the 


(lortaedle and {carcenctle of our viftualls,by Gods pi oteRi - 
oi: all our {cuen [11-ps came late for Fnglandand Holland: not 
louiciuyy 22 incn1n a'lour i650 men. In that ſhip] was in 
we'olt butone, and that on the Eng/iſh coalt , for which, all 
pl ry anc prail.s be gluen to God, ot vs wich haue been 
{c miraculuully cclucred, and of all that wilhcth well vnto 
ys. 

It any enqurire or require a reaſon or reaſons why I haue 
cauſed to be publiied e115 mall booke , ir might b. aol ve- 
red, that it is a booke of newes,, and 1s not that a {uffict» 
entreati in ? But | an{were, the maine reaions which haue 
r:0ued me to publiſh this booke are theſe. 

Firtt: By the carnelt pertwation of ſore Mcrchants of 
London and others, whicii in part heard the relation theteot, 

Secondly : That the reading and ccnitderation of this 
might bee a motive toall in avthoritic that pur men 18 of- 
fice, to beware ot advancing bale minded met, incn that 
regard goods more then God ,, their owne profit more chen

i am fully perlwided , bad they beene ſuch comman- 
ders as lethroe had aduiſed Aſoy/es to make chvile of , men 
tizat feared God , and men of courage,ha ing couetoulneile, 
Salnadee had borne Orange colours this day ; but theſe men 
tearcd not God, had they teared God, they would haus done 
as rood Fxi-chih dill in time of danger , icughtro the Lord 
for ke! pe , not Saw-'tke to a youthlayer 25 {j4 Colonel #4- 
liaw Sconlton witli) oihers , thele men were lo farre from ha- 
ung of couetouſnci: that they loued couetouſnetle ; that is 
Plaitte, not onely by their ingrofiing of Gold, Chaines, and 
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Iewels in their chefts, but in that they too ynworthy men 
gave places of office for mony; andit is mott plattie , and 
now evident, that they were not men of courage, by two 
or three witneſles may a truth be afhirmed , bur I can bring 
forth two or ten hundred to confirme this , who have been 
eyc wicneſſes of their cowardly carriages. But let that ſerue 
to proue this which is knowne ot all , their baſe delivery vp 
of the Towne 2 they had at their coinmand 2000, belides 
600 Negars ; this they cannot deny , for they receiued ran- 
ſoine after the Towne was giuen vp for ſo many, 

Let them plead for cheir baſenes as chey will, 'and ſay 
they had not ammunition and proviſion, I partly knowe 
the contrary( by one of their ſecrect concell , )they had to 
ſerue for three monerhs crediblie ſo reported, bur a badge 
of cheir cowardlinelle, was this their keeping of houle, 
when they ſhould haue kept rheir works,and encouraged 
their Souldiers If {eareh ſhould be made, you might in- 
deede find fouldiers which haue loſt ſome their armes, 
fome their eyes, ſome their legs, with other demonſtrati- 
ons of ſouldiers of courage, bur let all che Officers that 
cune from Bay be ſearched: and one will nor bee found 
({aue the Enginer AM. /oſe Middleburghe)to my knowledg 
that harh recemued there, any wound or ſcarre by their E- 
nemy. I will not deny bur they may haue a wound, tome 
ot them which might bee recemed in the wine-houſe of 
the Portingels, afterthe Towne was piuen vp: but that ra- 
ther demonſtrate their baſenes then their courave, their 
not comming intotheir works was a great occaſion to di[- 
courage the {ouldiers, for I did hcare the fouldicrs mich 
complaine of this very thing, How way Holland be vret- 
ued that ſo great and Princely a thing teil into the hands 
of ſuch baſe cowardly Othcers, double diſhoner have they 
dene,to that Noble Prince,& Honorable States of the Nes 
ther- Lands, it they pay their liucs for cher great baſenes, 
what 15thart to fo preatlofle? The beit that can be made 
of this lolle 1s to make choiſe of Officers tor che like en, 
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che Honur of the Prince and Countrie , more regarding 
a good name and credite, then an ey1ll reproach with life, 
The third reaſon of my writing 15 to fer a Jooking 
plaiTc for bale and cowardly Othcers to looke in, wherein 
they may tec their furure ſhame and diſgrace, if they wHl 
perliſt in ſuch wicked courſes, ſuch may ride on horſes ha» 
ving gold and ſcarlet to adorne their perſons, they may 
hauc command of others, umpriſoning & hanging whom 
they will, but looke one our Captaines of Bay, they were 
ſuch ; but what ore they now? The day of accompr 15

gainſt a people, Theſe Portwgals had peace and plentie: 
a2boundance of outward blc{lings, andtiheſe were conti- 
nucdto thn tor many yeares, but the abuſe of thele bleſe 
ſings: did provoke the Lord to anger, andthough he did 
ſparc them long,yctrhcy did not conlider it,& layd it not 
to heart,& rurne from their wickednes, therefore thc Lord

mon? chem ſelues they made report, that 19005 thou 
jand was landed, whereas there was not landed z 3oc. God 
che Capraine of our hoait went beforevs, who rtooke 4

nemycs of /ſrael{, betore we had once compalſed Salnadee
